Boller Explosion at Anderson, Ind., Maff 
Have Fatal Results. 
Anderson, Ind., Oct., 22.—While men 
were at work yesterday 
repairing a 
*igh-pressure steam pipe connecting 
.wo batteries of boilers, twenty-two in 
ill, the pipe gave way and an explosion 
followed, in which eleven men were in­ 
jured, two perhaps fatally. 
The in­ 
jured: 
Bissell, Robert, badly burned. 
Delcamp, Abraham; shoulder broken, 
ribs broken, serious 
internal burns; 
will die. 
Finden, Thomas; seriously burned. 
Hall is, George; badly burned. 
Jones, John; seriously burned. 
Keiser, Edward; seriously burned. 
McNair, Michael; ribs broken and in­ 
ternal burns; will die. 
Myers, Harry; seriously burned. 
Rodgers, Jam es; seriously burned. 
Sheets, A. J.; badly burned. 
Wycroff, Henry; badly injured. 
The .worst feature of the entire ac­ 
cident is that the steam coming from 
the twenty-two high pressure boilers 
blew the chemicals and particles of vit­ 
riol into their eyes. All were blinded 
and the extent of this injury cannot be 
ascertained yet. It is feared that the 
result will be permanent loss of sight. 
Delcamp and McNair are in the hospi­ 
tal and are receiving the closest of at­ 
tention. Part of the building was blown 
out. 
The pipe connected the rod and 
wire departments of the American 
Wire Nail works.

TERRORIZE A CHILD. 


Witness In the Hinshnw Murder Case 
Subjected to Persecntlon. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Oct. 
22.—Ada 
Rush ton, the 12-year child who testi­ 
fied in the trial of Rev. Mr. Hinshaw 
for wife murder at Danville that she 
saw the prisoner sitting on a sofa 
with one of his lady parishioners, is 
in a pitiable nervous state owing to 
efforts of the minister’s friends since 
conviction to force her to make an 
affidavit 
declaring 
that she swore 
falsely. They have followed the child 
from place to place insisting that her 
testimony was false, and telling her 
that she would go to hell for giving 
false testimony. Some have gone so 
far as to say that she knew she was 
lying when she swore that she saw 
Hinshaw and Miss Ferree upon the 
sofa, and have urged her 
to confess 
her 
sin as the only way of gaining 
pardon. So persistent have they been 
that the child thinks and talks of noth­ 
ing 
else and is utterly unable to fix 
her 
mind upon her duties 
at school. 
She persists that she saw Hinshaw 
and Miss Ferree upon the sofa, but 
she is constantly haunted by the ter 
ror of hell, and it is feared that her 
mind may 
become 
permanently af­ 
fected.

New York, Oct. 22.—The London cor­ 
respondent of the World cables the fol­ 
lowing: 
“In conversation with an official of 
high standing and • intimately 
ac­ 
quainted with all the inside facts of the 
Venezuelan dispute, I learned that the 
ministerial contention here is that the 
present decisive action of the British 
government was provoked by the recent 
dispatch from the American state de­ 
partment enforcing in strenuous terms 
the Monroe doctrine in connection with 
the question. 
“My informant told me that, to his 
positive knowledge, at an interview at 
which Ambassador 
Bayard was com­ 
municating the terms of a dispatch to 
Lord Salisbury, the latter interrupted 
him midway with the remark that he 
need not 
proceed 
further, 
as 
the 
British government could not even en­ 
tertain the arguments put forward, and 
absolutely declined to recognize such 
an application of the Monroe doctrine. 
The terms of Lord Salisbury’s writ­ 
ten reply were practically the 
same 
and included a complaint of the tone in 
which the question had been dealt with 
in the dispatch of the American gov­ 
ernment as increasing the difficulties 
of the situation. In the same document 
the state department was invited to 
remember that England was an Amer­ 
ican power before the existence of the 
United States and her rights on the 
American continent consequently are 
anterior to those of the United States. 
Ambassador Bayard, in a further 
communication to the British foreign 
foreign office, pointed out that there is 
no certainty that England 
is right 
about the Venezuelan frontier, as in the 
British colonial office list the author­ 
ized publication of the colonial depart 
ment, it is stated that the boundaries 
of British Guiana have never been 
clearly defined in regard to the parts 
now in dispute. 
‘This was an awkward reference for 
the British government, but Lord Salis­ 
bury replied that the colonial office list 
not being an official 
publication, the 
British government could not be re­ 
sponsible for its statements.”

Green Lake, Wis., Oct. 22—[Spe­ 
cial]— A 'woman who w as held for 
trial hereon the charge of attempting 
to blow up a house and fam ily with 
dynamite, broke jail last night. 
She 


left a note saying that she had jumped 
into the lake. 
Dallas, Tex., Oct. 22—Dr. J . J . Ray 


prominent physician of Dallas, was shot 
and killed at 7:30 o’clock last night by 
Marion Hardcastle, a well-known resi­ 
dent of Dallas. The tragedy took place 
on Main street in the presence of a 
crowd of local people and visitors to 
the state fair. A number of policemen 
and detectives in citizens’ clothes were 
in the crowd, and Hardcastle was 
quickly arrested and placed in the 
county jail. 
The only statement he 


would make to newspaper representa­ 
tives was: “ Ray has been my family 
physician for six years, and domestic 
affairs was the cause of the killing.” 


Hardcastle met Ray about noon yes­ 
terday near the city ball and thrashed 
him. 
The men were separated, and 


those who knew of the altair consid­ 
ered the trouble ended. A t Bight Dr. 
Ray was standing on the sidewalk near 
the curb when Hardcastle stepped up 
to him, spoke a few words in a low tone 
of voice, placed a pistol to Ray’s right 
temple and sent a ballet through his 
brain. 
The tragedy created a a im­ 
mense sensation. 
Dr. Ray came to Dallas Dom New 


Orleans seven years ago. He married 
a Miss Well four years ago, bat was 
recently divorced. Hardcastle is also 
divorced from his wife. The causes of 
the divorces are not obtainable, as 
friends of the fam ilies refuse to talk. 


USES STRONG WORDS. 


CYCLONE IN CUBA. 


Immense 
a Heavy 
Damage Done by 
Wind Storm. 
Havana, Oct. 22.—A cyclone entered 
this island Sunday through the Cienaga 
de Zapata district. 
The disturbance 
will probably pass through Matanzas 
and over Havana if the wind does not 
change. At IO o’clock yesterday the 
wind was north-northeast and had an 
average velocity of seventy-eight iqiles 
per hour. During the past twenty-three 
hours 144 milimeters of rain have fallen. 
The latest word received here as to the 
progress of the cyclone is that it has 
caused havoc in the province of Santa 
Clara, the wind blowing with hurricane 
force at the rate of ninety miles an 
hour. The damage which has resulted 
is enormous. 


EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


of 
Change Made in the Membership 
Committee. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 22.—At the 
session of the house of deputies of the 
Episcopal convention yesterday the res­ 
ignation of Dr. W. R. Huntington of 
New York from the constitutional re­ 
vision committee was 
accepted 
and 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix was elected in his 
stead. 
The committee on new dioceses re­ 
ported that there were some constitu­ 
tional questions involved in the request 
of the missionary jurisdiction of north­ 
ern Texas to be erected into a diocese 
and recommended that the matter be 
referred to the proper committee. This 
may prevent action being taken until 
the next convention. 
The committee 
reported favorably on the petition for 
the erection of the missionary district 
of Asheville out of the western part 
of the present diocese of North Caro­ 
lina. The report was unanimously con­ 
curred in. 
Dean Hoffman reported 
that the 
house of bishops had receded from their 
choice of the word “synod” instead (rf 
convention, and had agreed to give up 
the 
“primate” nomenclature. 
With 
these concessions the house adopted ar­ 
ticle I of the revision. 
A long list of memorials to deceased 
members was read and devotional ex­ 
ercises were held. 


Call It a D erisive Rejection. 
Washington, Oct. 22.—Officials of the 
diplomatic corps who are in a position 
to speak with full understanding on 
the Venezuelan question, upon a care­ 
ful reading of the official statement of 
the British foreign office, made public 
today, say that it is a decisive rejec­ 
tion of the claims made by Venezuela 
and a negative answer to the requests 
of the United States that the subject 
be submitted to arbitration. 
The landing of British marines at 
Corinto is regarded as a precedent out­ 
lining the course Great Britain may 
take. 
In anticipation of this policy 
officials are comparing 
the 
relative 
strength of the forces which might be 
brought together. The British have a 
fleet of sixteen war ships available in 
the North and South Atlantic. 
Vene­ 
zuela’s seaports are fairly well fortified 
and it can put 60,000 well armed troops 
in the field. 


Lord Salisbury Addresses an Ultimatum 
to Venezuela. 
London. Oct. 22.—In view 
of 
the 
many reports circulated regarding the 
attitude of Great Britain toward Ven­ 
ezuela, the following official announce­ 
ment was made yesterday: 
“ In consequence of Venezuela not of­ 
fering an apology or reparation for the 
Yurnan incident the Marquis of Salis­ 
bury has taken steps to inform her as 
to what reparation Great Britain re­ 
quires. But, as relations between the 
two countries have been broken off for 
some years, the communication was not 
sent through the direct diplomatic 
channel. 
As the document 
has not 
reached its destination, it is not con­ 
sidered desirable to give details of its 
contents. But it is couched in forcible 
terms, and points out that Great Brit­ 
ain will not permit Venezuela to over­ 
step the boundaries 
marked by the 
courses of the rivers Cuyune and Ama- 
cura, but is willing that the question 
of the other disputed territory should 
be submitted to arbitration.” 
Le Soir, speaking of the Venezuelan 
question, says: “There is a tendency 
on the part of America to abuse the 
Monroe doctrine. 
England is right, 
and France will be compelled to imi­ 
tate it in order to secure an equitable 
settlement of several questions.” 


Others Msv Ba Implicated. 


Duluth, Minn., Oct. 22.—The belief 


that Cashier C. H. Stuckey robbed the 
State Bank before disappearing Friday 
night Is not so strong as It was Satur­ 
day. The bank has filed a deed of as­ 
signment to A. C. Davidson, the main 
stockholder, who has been here for some 
days. The opinion that the missing 
cashier 18 more sinned against that sin­ 
ning and that he Is being need as a 
catspaw by one more responsible for the 
shortage than be is rapidly gaining 
around, and sensational developments 
are expected. The tether of the m iss­ 
ing man says he stands ready to make 
good any shortage which his son may 
have caused as soon as he is convinced 
that Charles Stuckey is the real cul­ 
prit. The bank had on deposit 828.660 
of state money, 84,000 county money, 
and $2,000 city money, as well as $50,-

The 
programme now is to substitute Peter 
Maher for Fitzsimmons in a contest 
with Corbett, and another man to be 
found will be depended upon to enter­ 
tain Steve O’Donnell.

In san ity Expert Says lie Is In

Dr. Forbes Winslow, a well-known 
insanity specialist of London, is in New 
York. He says Jack the Ripper is in­ 
carcerated in a country lunatic asylum 
in England. 
The story told by Dr. 
Winslow follows: 
“ ‘Jack the Ripper’ 
was a medical student of good family. 
He was a young man of slight build 
with light hair and blue eyes. 
He 
studied very hard and his mind, being 
naturally weak, gave way. He became 
a religious 
enthusiast 
and attended 
early service every 
morning 
in St. 
Paul’s. 
His religious fervor resulted 
in homicidal mania toward the women 
of the street and impelled him to mur­ 
der them. He lodged with a man whom 
I know, and suspicion was first directed 
toward him by reason of the fact that 
he returned to his lodgings at unrea­ 
sonable hours; that he had innumer­ 
able coats and hats stained with blood 
I have in my possession now a pair of 
Canadian moccasins stained with blood 
that the ‘Ripper’ wore while on one of 
his murderous expeditions, but at that 
time they refused to co-operate with 
me. Subsequently the young man was 
placed in confinement and removed to 
an asylum, where he is to-day. Since 
his incarceration there has been ne 
repetition of the horrible murders that 
he perpetrated. These facts are all 
known to the English authorities, and 
it is conceded that the man now in the 
asylum is ‘Jack the Ripper.’ 
It was 
deemed desirable, however, to hush the 
m atter up. The details were too hor­ 
rible to be made the subject of a pub­ 
lic trial, and there was no doubt of tim 
man’s hopeless insanity.”

REV. SAMUEL BISSELL. 


century mark. 
Although it is 
more 
than three score years since he grad­ 
uated from that institution of learning. 
h e delights to hear of the success of 
V ale students in sports or studies. Rev. 
Mr. Bissell was born 
in 
Middlefield, 
M ass., in 1797. 
He came, with 
his 
father’s fam ily, to Portage county in 
1S06. He attended school at intervals, 
and helped his father to make a home 
in the forest. 
In 1S16, determ ining on 
a better education, he made his way, 
on foot and alone, to Yale 
College. 
There, with but a few dollars on which 
to commence his college life, he com­ 
pleted the full course, with no aid save 
h is own head and hands. He graduated 
w ith honor in 1823. 
Soon after returning to his home he 
took charge 
of 
the 
Congregational 
Church at Twinsburg, and except for a 
few years spent as pastor of other near­ 
by charges, Twinsburg has since been 
h is home. 
He opened a private school 
there in 1826, which, growing rapidly, 
iiitdueed him within a few years to es­ 
tablish the Bissell Academy of Tw ins­ 
burg:, a place of learning which in its 
tim e had a wide reputation. 
Men who 
becam e prominent as judges, senators, 
.governors and m inisters 
are 
among 
those who received a part of their edu­ 
cation at Bissell Academy. 
Rev. Bissell was a great friend of 
th e Indians. 
Hundreds were taught at 
the academy, and their board and lodg­ 
in g provided gratis. 
They came from 
a ll parts of the west to receive at least 
a little of the white man’s learning. No 
an e applied at the academy in vain. 
W hether or not the boy or girl, for 
both sexes were taught, had money to 
p ay the way, if an education was asked 
i t w as given. 
The enactm ent of a law 
in 1846 for a public school in Akron 
w as the beginning of the end. 
That 
c ity w as the pioneer in Ohio securing a 
public school, and other towns soon 
follow ed its example. 
The attendance 
a t the academies and private schools 
decreased. 
The preacher and teacher 
becam e old, and Bissell Academy was 
closed many years ago. 
Near the old 
school building, however, is a pleasant 
hom e, and Rev. Mr. B issell, with no 
other companion than his aged wife, 
is spending his well-earned rest there.
